For some thne it has been evident to 
all who have w d the current.of news thet 
matters were fast approaching a crisis on the 
upper Temnessee, For the defense of Mem- 
phis from land attack, and asa protection 
against the advance of our arms south and 
west, the rebels had concentrated the flower 
of their army, making the centre of their op- 
erations at Corinth, Mississippi, near the 
northwest corner of that State, their Ifoc 
thence’ stretching north and westerly through 
Hamboldt, Jackson, Union City and other 
pointe to Island No. 10.

Our dispatches from Washington this 
morning, announce that McClellan’s column 
has at last commenced That por- 
tion of the army of the Potomac which has 
been concentrating at Fortress Monroe, num- 
bering, according to the Richmond papers, 
75,000 to 100,000 men, has began its march 
in Richmond in earnest. The first day’s 
march it advanced from Old Point to War- 
wick Court Honse, fourteen miles, driving the 
rebel pickets and skirmishers before it. ‘The 
second day the army marched to Howard's 
Creek, where the Union body rested for the 
night, but Morrill’s brigade advanced three 
wiles farther, to Cocklesvilie, six miles from 
Yorktown. There was sharp fighting all day 
between our flying artillery, aided by Berdan’s 
sharpshooters, and the rebel vanguard. The 
third day (Saturday last) the whole army was 
in motion by seven o'clock In the morning, 
and by ten A. M. Was in fromt of the enemy's 
werks at Yorktown. No time was lost in 
getting to work. The first shot was fired by 
the rebels, The cannonading was continued 
{Ul dark. The less on our side was slight. 
This brings operations down to Sunday mora- 
ing 


The postition of the rebels is described as 
being very strong. Their fortifications ex- 
tend two miles in front, and mount heavy 
guns. Their force, cominanded by Magrader, 
is said to number 30,000 men, and may be 
nearer 50,000, 

The fleet can aseist the army in bombarding 
the rebels out of Yorktown. Having passed 
that pont, the army can mareh oa Richmond, 
The fleet can go up the York river to the 
mouth of the Pamanke river at West Point. 
A railroad extends from the latter directly 
west to Richmond. The route of the army 
lies alopg the turnpike that runs equi-distant 
between the Yerk and James.rivers. A look 
at a map of Virginia will explain the loca- 
tons.

A lady who dined with Captain Buchanan

The place, it was supposed , would be taken 
end accupied by Gen. McClellan on Sunday 
night. Per contra, it has not yet been taken, nor 
has any substantial progress yet been made, 
judging from published aceounts. So far, 
there have been’ no infantry engagements of 
troops. The Republican says the latest ac- 
counts show that our troops advanced on Fri- 
dsy morning in the direction of Yorktown, 
24 miles from Old Point, Porter’s division, 
two companies of the Third Peansylvania 
cavalry,and a portion of Berdan's Sharp Shoot- 
ers acting as skirmishers. At Big Bethel, 12 
miles distant, they met the outer pickets of the 
rebels. The troops were employed two hours 
in reconstructing a bridge destroyed by the 
rebels, who retreated before our skirmishers 
to Howard Creck, where were abandoned 
earthworks. Four shots were fired from thence 
by the rebels from two fleld pieces, but these 
were soon silenced by the 4th Rhode Island 
Battery, and the rebels beat a hasty retreat, 
taking their pieces with them.

with a moral sense as keen as that ofany pu- 
ritan Who ever lived ; calm, reflective and 
dispassionate ; of eminent blamelessness of 
personal character and private life ; with- 
out the passionate incentives by which the 
majority of men are impelled, he is one of 
the most marked and influential members 
of the august body to which he belongs. | 
His forte is his logical sense—his eminent 
capacity to distinguish the real from, as 
Carlyle says, the eimulacra—and io bis un- 
affected plainness of speech, which, what- 
ever be the theme, drives straight at the 
truth, despising sophisms, pushing aside as 
unworthy of him all rhetorical trickery by 

which even reason is sometimes i!laminated 
and adorned, exposing with merciless 
rigor all humbugs and which oppose, 
and, by the force of logic alone, establishing 
the truth of that which he bas im hand. 
Had he the deep sense of the beautiful, and 
the capability of dressing his thoughts in 
splendid imagery—the characteristics of | 
Webster; or had he the passionate zeal of 
Clay, or the malignity and sarcasm of Ran- 
dolph, the claim of his fmends that he is 
one of the ablest men of the nation would | 
mever be disputed even by his enemies. 
But, as we have said, pure logic is his forte, 
and that has small attractions for tens of 
thousands of readers to whort a sounding 


weighter than an irrefragable demonstra- 
tion. Bat no man can read the speech, 
whith goes out herewith, without admit- 
ting that the question discussed is exhaust- 
ed, and that by a process of ratiocination 
which is witbout fault, his case is made out 
and established. So traly do the logic of 
‘the conscientious statesman and the in- 
‘stinots of the people agree. The Senator 
proves by successive steps, each one forti- 
fied by history and law, that which the 
masses had arrived at by the untaught aud 
instinctive process alone, Their iastincts 
aie but the outposts of his logic. 

In spite of the opposition which the Sen- 
ator’s biJ] encounters, he and we have but 
to wait a little to see not only the pop- 
ular cry echoing his demands, but the 
creatures of the popular will—the politi- 
clans—swearing that they never opposed.

If 
otber States would concur in the abolishment 
of banks, it would be a happy thing for the 
poopie of Diinois to suppress them in our own 
tate ag Well as the circulation of bank notes 
of other States among us. But we cannot con- 
cur in a@ constitutional provision that ties us 
dewn, without the means of remedy.

Gold is etiffer to-day, owing to the 
rise in New York, bat the quotations have not 
been buying; 1% @2%e selling. 
The right class of paper is readily taken 
by our bankers Currency is plenty. 

Stats or our iseue of Friday 
weestated that “the Burlington and Mt. Pleasant 
branches of the State Bank of lowa had refused to 
redgem their notes in specie, aecording to the pro- 
visious of their charter “ Literally speaking this 
is true; but probably our notice may have a ten- 
dency to mislead the public, without a more deti- 
nite statement of the facts. Until within a few 
days, al] the branches of the lowa State Bank have 
met every demand with gold, and they are. with- 
out doubt, abundantly able to continue doing s0, 
to the laet dollar of their circulation. But owing 
to a recent formidable raid upon them of “‘carpet- 
beg brokers,” they have availed themselves of the 
same privilege now exercised by the Bank of the 
State of Indiana, to redeem in Uulted States legal 
tender notes. We believe no person who is post- 
ed, questiona the ebiiify of the Iowa Branches to 
pay com, dollar for dollar. The statement of the 
Burlington Branch, which we published a few days 
eince,—and all the other branches stand relatively 
as well—shows this. The circulation of the Burling- 
ton Branch, as then published, was $110,169, while 
their coin amounted to $166,714. We deem this 
explanation due to the lowa Branches, We have 
frequently had occasion to commend the reeponsi- 
bility and honorable dealing of the lowa State 
Bank Branches, and we see no reason in their ac- 
tion to qualify that commendation. We think 
there is no better currency in cireulation.
